In this column.last week reference

It is in- 
evitable that there must be a further 
increase in taxation, and Canadians 
must be prepared for it.

Thrift is Essential to Sound Morality 
And. Good Citizenship 
“You cannot eat your cake and still 


have it.” That’s what father u ° 


about spending money for things that 
I “wanted” but did not “need.” Many 
young men waste tnough money and 
time—which is the equivalent of mon- 
ey—between the ages of 15 and 25 to 
start them up on a fair-sized farm, if 
they had saved it. 

Because he believes that thrift is 
essential to sound morality and-good 
citizenship and that the boy trained 
today will become the man of tomor- 
row, Mr. Frank Collins has organized 
the first boys’ bank in the world, as 
a distinct and separate apartment. of 
the First Trust and Savings Bank of 
Canton, an Ohio city of 100,000 peo- 
ple. This bank has six tellers’ cages 
and windows, and occupies a space 
28 feet by 125 feet. 

It is equipped with all the modern 
conveniences, and already several 
hundred lads have opened accounts in 
this bank. 

Each ambitious boy entering the 
bank is courteougly and kindly receiws 
ed. He is at once made to see and 
feel that this is his bank, ready to 
render him beneficial service. Special 
pass books~have been printed, and 
each boy is encouraged to start a sa- 
vings account. Under the careful, — 
positive, genial guidance of the m 
ager and his assistants the lads 
instructed by example and sugges- 
tion in the important laws and ad- 
vantages of thrift, sound business and 
good citizenship. 

“Banks,” said a prominent business 
man recently, “are among the great 
moral agencies of-our country. The 
money a junior farmer earns honestly 
is in a high sense a part of his life. 
He puts his days and months and 
years into it—and life is made up of 
days and months and years. When 
you, therefore, encourage a junior 
farmer to save his money, you are , 
encouraging him to have his life, and 
life is the most precious of all posses- 
sions. 

““Money earned honestly has a dou- 
ble value; an intrinsic value, what it 
will buy of life’s pliysical necessities; 
an intrinsic value — for when a boy 
earns and saves $100 or $500 he has 
not only so much capital with its in- 
trinsic value, but in earning he has 
acquired habits of economy, industry, 
self-reliance and backbone—all Ch 
tian virtues without which he can nev 
et be a good citizen or of any value 
to himself or society.” 

Junior farmers are quite as capable 
of starting bank accounts as city boys. 
One can start with one dollar in any 
savings bank, and the money earned 
through gardening or the profits of 
calf or pig club or poultry manage- 
ment, will make a fine start, even if 
a humble one. Despise not the day 
of small things. Dimes make dollars.

Britain to Honor Canadians 
British Government to Present to the 
- Next-of-kin A Handsome 
; ‘Memorial Plaque 

According to a statement given out 
by the Canadian Militia Department 
the British government intends to 
present to the next-of-kin of every 
Canadian ‘soldier who made the iup- 
reme sacrifice during the great war, 
and to certain others a handsome me- 
morial plaque and scroll, the expense, 
it is needless to add, being borne by 
the government in question, The 
scroll is to be accompanied by a per- 
sonal message from King George. 
The plaque measures four and three- 
quarter inches in diameter and one- 
eight in thickness, and will have en- 
graved on it the Christian and sur- 
name and regiment of the soldier or 
sailor, as the case may be. Certain 
women who served under direct con- 
tact with the war office will aiso be 
honored in similar fashion, The note, 
which is to be signed by the King, 
will read as follows: “I join with my 
grateful people in sending you this 
memorial of a brave life given for 
others in the great war.”

For New Zealand 


Viscount Jellicoe is Appointed Gover- 
nor General and Commander. 
In-Chief of Dominion 

The Colonial office has announced 
that--His Majesty King George has 
been pleased to appoint Admiral of 
Fleet Viscount Jellicoe to be Gover- 
nor-General andACommander-in-Chief 
of the Dominion of New Zealand in 
succession of the Earl of Liverpool, 
who will shortly retire from that of- 
Lord Jellicoe was very warmly 
received in New Zealand last year du- 
ring his naval-tour, where he spent 
about six weeks. 

In discussing Lord Liverpool’s suc- 
cessor, the chief government news- 
paper,~The Dominion, urged the ap- 
pointment of.an admiral in view of 
New. Zealand’s naval policy. 

“There is obviously no reason why 
the King’s representative should ne- 
cessarily be an earl or a baron, as 
has been the case for the last thirty 
years,” declares The Dominion, “and 


spoils there is even less reason why the post 


should be used as a jumpirg-off place 
for the. peerage by British party poli- 
ticians. New Zealand does not want 
a purely ornamental governor-gener- 
al, nor yet one with an ingrained and 
life-long habit of having a finger in 
the political pie.” The Journal adds 
that a senior officer of the favy would 
make a good governor, since he could 
give some expert advice on naval de- 
fence,

Canada Will Likely Have Own R¢pre- 
sentative in U. S. 

Discussions ar¢ in progress between 
the United States and Great Britain 
which give substantial promise of 
ending in an agreement by which 
Canada will be represented in Wash- 
ington by a diplomatic agent of high 
rank, ; 

Such representation is understood 
to be desired keenly both by Canada 
and the United States and to be un- 
opposed by Great Britain. The con- 
versations on the subject are describ- 
ed as being actuated by the wish of 
all concemed to facilitate negotia- 
tions between Canada and the United

So far as can be learned, the only 
difficulty that has been..encountered 
to date is in fixing the exact status 
and rank that the diplomat would 
have and in determining in advance } 
so as to avoid any chance of friction y, 
concerning the relations that he 
would bear to the British ambassa- 
dor in Washington. The prospects 
are that the Canadian representative 
would have wide freedom of action 
in matters directly affecting the Do- 
minion, A decision on this point may 
be expected soon. 

Subjects of interest common to the 
United States and Canada at present 
frequently meet with long delays in 
settlement because of the circuitous 
route they have to follow in the pro- 
cess of negotiation through the Brit- 
ish embassy. If a direct exchange of 
views might be arranged,, it is thought 
by many officials, that much benefit 
would be derived by the United States 
and Canada and, indirectly, by Great 
Britain. 

The duties would correspond in a 
large part with those of a high com- 
missioner, and this is the title that 
may be given the new representative. 
During the war, Sir Richard Craw- 
ford, as a commercial attache of the 
British ‘embassy, had Canadian pos- 
sessions directly under his supervis-
